Macon, Ga., August 21.—(Special.)— 
“Grandma,” the celebrated and valuable 
horse of Mr. Henry Waterman, of Macon, 
dropped dead Friday on the race course at 
Lyons, Neb. The information was received 
jm Macon today. The horse was worth 
$3,000. He was not only of fine blood, 
but was a fast trotter. Mr. Waterman 
took “Grandma’”’ to Nebraska about two 
months ago, and intended to trot him in 
the three-minute class in the western cir- 
cuit. The race at Lyons, on Friday, was the 
first race for stakes that “Grandma” had 
entered since going west. Just before going 
on his western trip “Grandma” was insured 
for $500, but this is only one-sixth of his 
yalue. The race in which he dropped dead 
was for $3,000 stakes. “Grandma” was 


four years old. 

Baby Found Dead. 

Yesterday morning a new made grave 
was found in an old grave yard near Pe- 
ters farm, in which interments are for- 
bidden by law. Investigation revealed that 
the dead body of an infant had been placed 
in a box with hinges and then put in the 
grave. The coroner began an inquest, but 
it has not yet been concluded.

She has been in the asylum 
several times, but her mental condition 
would improve aud the authorities would 
release her. It has been four years since 
she last came from the asylum, and her 
mind bas been all right until the recent 
death of ber sister at Jackson, and much 
mourning over this sad event caused her 
mind to become Unbalanced again. She 
has no relatives in Macon, but has kindred 
in Atlanta. Several ladies called at the 
jail today to see Miss Buckner. Her case 
is indeed a sad one.

In one breath she recites the Lord’s prayer 
and in the next she yells out the vilest of 
oaths.

Mayor Tuck Had a Courtroom Full of 
Defendants—Rev. Mr. Black Accepts 
a Call—Other Athens News. 


Athens, Ga., August 21.—(Special.)—“If you 
don't keep your mouth shut I'll come over 
there, George Glass,’’ The eeaker was Frank 
Shell. The dialogue was between two negro 
mew yesterday afternoon on Warsaw strect 
about 2 o’ciock, and in three minutes after 
the words were uttered Sheil received two 
bullets in his body. 

There was a woman in thé CaSe. Shell had 
cursed Glass’s wife aud this had started the 
quarrel. 

The two negroes had lived as neighbors 
very peaceably for some time and this was 
their first quarrel. 

In reply to Shell’s threat, Glass said: “If 
you do come over here I'll burn you up.’”’ 

There was only a fence between them, and 
this Shell quickly climbed. As he did so Glass 
pulled from his hip pocket an ugly little Fug- 
lish bulldog pistol and, waiting until Shell 
was in three yards of him, fired. The first 
ball missed Shell and struck the door facing 
of a neighboring house. But the next two 
balls went straight home—one striking him 
in the neck and the other in the shoulder. 

When the last two shots were fired the two 
men had clinched and the muzzle of the pistol 
was almost touching Shell. The great wonder 
of it is that it did not kill him instantly. 

Shell staggered up to a fence and Glass went 
into his house. 

Lum Parks, a neighbor, came and took 
Shell at once to Dra. Benedict and Gerdine. 
His wounds were dressed and he was carried 
home and made as comfortable as possible. 
His wounds are very serious indeed, one ball 
striking him in the neck, near the jugular 
vein, and another in the shoulder. He appears 
to be resting fairly well, but his chances for 
recovery are very slim. 

Glass made no attempt to escape, but gave 


‘himself up to the officers and now rests be- 


hind the bars of the Clarke county jail.

HIT HARGROVE AND PARALYZED HIM. 


His Pistol Did Not Deter the Daughter, 
Although It Had Shot Her Fath- 
er, Perhaps ‘Fatally. 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 21.—(Special.) 

A panel of fencing today caused a fight 
between Messrs. Robert Miller ond W. L. 
Hargrove, two prominent citizens of Mose- 
lyville, a suburb of this city. Miller to- 
night languishes upon a bed, battling be- 
tween life and death, while Hargrove stands 
behind the bars of Baldwin’s new jail with 
the grim charge of murder swinging abeve 
his head. 
Should Miller die, and his condition now 
is desperate, a charge of murder will be 
brought against Hargrove. These gentle 
men are neighbors in Moselyville, and Har- 
grove owns two or three tenement houses 
that recently rented to negroes. Miller’s 
pasture stands between the houses and the 
road, and on Sunday morning, Hargrove 
tore down a panel of Miller’s fencing to 
make an opening for his tenants to pass. 
The ground on which the fence was built 
belongs to Miller, and late this evening 
that gentleman. went out to repair the 
fence. Hargrove saw him as he did so, 
and in a few minutes was upon the scene 
with his pistol. He told Miller, so the 
evidence runs, not to place a rail and 
threatened him if he did so. Miller told him 
to go off and attend to his own business, 
where upon a fist fight ensued. Hargrove 
drew his pistol and both men clinched. 

During the scuffle Hargrove wrenched 
himself loose from Miller and fired two 
shots, one of them passing through the jaw 
bone, ranging d under the tongue and 
lodging down behind the throat. In the 
meantime Miller’s daughter grabbed a 
hammer and struck Hargrove in the back, 
partially paralysing one side. Hargrove 
dodged behind a tree after firing, but Mul- 
er’s pistol snapped without effect. Dr. 
Robertson reports Miller’s condition very 
dangerous tonight. Both men stand high 
in the neighborhood and the affair is ex- 
ceedingly regretted.

Finances appearno 
worse; perhaps, a little better. One of our 
banks is counting out $500,000 in gold today, 
which just arrived direct. from Kurope, and 
the clink helps to restore confidence and 
tends to open up some of the safety vaults 
and again put in circulation some of the 
locked up currency. We continue to call 
your attention to very light primary re- 
ceipts. The visible decreased 1,057,000 bush- 
els for the week. There is less fear of Sep- 
tember contracts being slaughtered at the 
end of this month. Some think carriers 
have already provided for all the cash wheat 
now here with sales of December against it, 
This would be a strong feature, if true. 
After September sold to 631-4 it slowly 
worked back to 621-2 on a dull trade, and 
closed dull at 621-2. Corn was strong early, 
but took on a little weakness later on the 
large estimates for tomorrow—950 cars—and 
the talk that country shipments are to in- 
crease materially, especially from Nebraska. 
The Shipments east from here are yery 
liberal, and, likeiy, will keep pace with 
receipts here. Oats, again very dull, held 
firm for the day. Provisions again ruled 
dull, but were very fair, packers being fairly 
good buyefs of ribs.

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Many of Those Who Are Idle in Atlanta 


Will Be Given Work. 


COUNCIL MAKES THE APPROPRIATION 
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And the Board of Aldermen Concur in It, 
While the Mayor Approves the Meas- 
ure—Street Committee to Meet. 


Mammy of the working men of. Atlanta 
who have been idle for some time past, will 
go to work this morning for the city. 

And from {h®@ city treasury they will be 
paid for thé work they do. 

Five thousand dollars has been given to 
that purpose and the bona fide citizen of 
Atlanta, who is now out of work and wants 
to work, will find it this morning by call- 
ing upon Captain Wylie, the commissioner 
of public works, at the city hall. 

That is the decree of the general council, 
issued during the session yesterday after- 
noon, and it was decreed without a dissent- 
ing voice and in the presence of quite a 
large number of working people, who had 
been informed that Mr. Stockdell would 
introduce a resolution to that effect. Prob- 
ably no piece of legislation by the general 
council ever met with such a warm re- 
ception by the legislators as the resolution 
Mr. Stockdell presented. As the clerk read 
the resolution the members leaned over 
their desks as though afraid of losing a 
word. As the gist of the story came from 
the .clerk’s lips a pleasant, happy smile 
went around the circle. It was just what 
every One wanted—something to help those 
who are now out of work. 

The resolution read: 

Whereas, There is a great deal of street 
work that has been passed up by this coun- 
cil, that the commissioner of public works 
bas been unable to do with the limited force 
at his command, and 

Whereas, There is a large number of un- 
employed men who are bona fide residents 
of Atianta and who are able and willing to 
perform this kind of work, therefore, be it 

Resolved, by the mayor and General coun- 
cil, That the sum of $5,000,. or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, be, and the 
same is, hereby appropriated from the con- 
tingent fund to streets ordinary, and the 
street committee empowered, with the com- 
missioner of public works, to employ as 
many new men—bona tide residents of the 
city—as may be needed to push the work 
through which has already been passed up 
by the council. 

Resolved further, That the taxpayers who 
have not yet.taken advantage of the discount 
on prepayment of taxes be urged to come 
to the assistance of the city government and 
ay their taxes, to the end that the forego- 
ng may be carried out. 

“Now I would like to say,” said Mr. 
Stockdell, as the clerk took his seat, “that 
this resolution is the result of a careful 
study of the situation. We have all heard 
talk about people being out of employment 
and that they were suffering because there 
was no work to do. In investigating the 
matter we do find that there is quite an 
army of idle men in the city, but it is not 
as large as it is represented to be if we are 
to consider bona fide citizens of Atlanta, 
and those are the only ones I take it that 
we are called upon to help. A close can- 
vass of the city will not produce 2,000 men 
now idle who were at work thres months 
ago. 1 mean, of course, bona fide citizens 
of Atlanta, the people of whom we want 
to take care in this emergency. But to say 
nothing about the needs of the people we 
fall know that the city needs the work 
and should have it done. So if the work 
is done the city cannot lose anything by it. 
We want the work done on the streets and 
the work can be done and at the same 
time the people who are needing the money 
the work will bring can be provided for. 

'Mhe theavy strain now on cannot last 
much longer and the money which we are 
how to pay out by this resolution will help 


to bridge over the stringency of the times. ° 


It will give at least more than one-third of 
those who are now idle work.” 

“I think,” said Mr. Peters, “that the 
work is needed and should be done. But 
couldn't the street commissioner put men 
to work and consume the appropriation 
made to the stree: depgrtment 
making this extra appropriation. Then when 
the appropriation is exhausted we can go 
OL Will this extra money, if it is necessary 
to have it. 1 am heartily in favor of the 
resolution, but 1 thought that we could put 
the people to work on what had been up- 
propriated.”’ 

“i'd like to inform the gentleman,” said 
Mr. Stockdell, “that the tund to which he 
refers is about gone and that it wouldn’t 
give— 

“Ah, well,” replied Mr. Peters, “I did 
not know that. Had I known it I would 
not have opened my mouth. As it is I want 
to say that 1 am in favor for the appropria- 
on as suggested by the resolution of Mr. 
Stockdell and shalj vofe for it with the 
greatest pleasure.”’ : 

“I have a substitute which I desire to 
offér,” said Mr. Martin, “and l’d ask the 
clerk to read it.” 

The paper was passed up to the clerk’s 
desk and read. It was: 

Resecived, That $4,176 be added to the 
Street appropriation and instruct the street 
commissioner to employ fifteen , wafons, 
thirty-six men oF more, three foremen, for 
sixty days, and to work out such streets as 
passed up by thé mayor and general council. 
_ Now that substitute,” said Mr. Meador, 
“will not do. I’m in favor of Mr. Stockdell’s 
resolution and think it is one of the best 
things I have ever heard of since 1 came 
into this body. It provides relief for 
many who ueed that relief and gives it in 
the best manner possible. The substitute is 
g00d, too, but it is not so far reaching as 
the original paper.” 

“All of this talk is very nice,” said Mr. 
Boyd, “but I'd like to know where this 
money is to come from.”’ 

“As far as that is concerned,” said Mr. 
Stockdell, “I'd like for the clerk to read 
the resolution again. The latter part of it 
siplains that fully.” 

@ jast paragraph of the resolution was 
read again. 

“Now,” said Mr. Stockdell, “if that fails 
Pll guarantee to raise the money myself. I 
Snow of plenty of men who will advance 
it and take the city for the bill. There will 
be no trouble about the money if the gen- 
eral council will adopt that resolution.” 

‘I did not think to compromise the reso- 
lution oF movement,” said Mr. Martin. “My 
resolution was intended to accomplish the 
Same thing as that of Mr. Stockdell’s.

At that time Mr. Stockdell gave 
notice that he would move for a reconsid- 
eration of the action.” 

“What will Mr. Stockdell do about the 
matter asked the mayor pro tem. 

“My only object,” said Mr. Stockdell, “‘in 
making the motion or rather in giving no- 
tice that I would. make the motion was 
to allow the board of electrical 
control to make an eXamina- 
tion of applicants for the place. 
It simply kept the ordinance from going 
into effect then and cutting off both officers 
and leaving the city without any one to 
attend to that work.

I gave the 
notice of my intention to reconsider simply 
that the city might have some one to watch 
the lights for two weeks so that the board 
of control of electrical matters. could 
make the examinations and have some one 
ready for the place. 

“The ordinance adopted at the last meet- 
ing provides for an electrician and abolishes 
both of the offices. Unless that ordinance 
is repealed the city is without any one to 


watch that department from now on until’ 


an election takes place for an electrician.” 

Mayor Goodwin sent in a letter acknowl- 
edging the receipt of the resignation of W. 
J. Bagby, inspector ef lights. ‘Thexletter 
was accompanied by the resignation of Mr. 
Bagby, and in the letter Mayor Goodwin 
took occasion to remark that no officer of 
the city government had been more faithful 
or efficient than Mr. Bagby. 

The resignation was accepted. 

An Ordinance Repealed. 

Mr. Joel Hurt and others who had 
secured the adoption of an 
ordinance paving Elizabeth street asked 
for the repeal of the ordinance. Mayor 
Goodwin sent in a letter recommending 
that the repeal be granted and it was 
granted. 7 

They Are All Safe. 


“The city comptroller, who was instruct- 
ed at the last meeting of the general coun- 
cil to check up the books of the city clerk, 
citv marshal and other officials, reported 
that he had done most of the work requir- 
ed of him and that none of the accounts 
or books in any of The departments [he had 
investigated were out of joint In any way.

It Is Unsafe. 


General Manager Thomas presented the 
general council with a statement that the 
bridge on Jones avenue over the Western 
and Atlantic_railroad was unsafe. The 
paper was referréd to the bridge commit- 
The balancapf approprintiong unexpended 
was shown by the comptroller’s report to 
be $1,110,793. 

They Want More Time. 

The Lithia Springs Electric Street’ Kail- 
road Company came before the general 
council with a petition for an extension of 
time. The road declared in the paper that 
it would be impossible for the contractor 
to whom the work was let to get at il 
in the time prescribed in the grant from 
the city; but asserted that the work would 
be begun fat the earliest possible moment 
and on this asked for further time. 

“I move to extend the time,” said Mr. 
Peters, chairman of the committee. The 
time was extended as requested in the pe- 
tition. 

They Were All Good. 

The finance committee made a favorable 
report on Mr. Hill’s ordinance changing 
the payment of the city taxes from once 
a year to twice a year. The report was 
adopted. 

The same committee reported favorably 
upon the resolution of Mr.. Boyd, requir- 
ing the listing of the employes, clerks, 
ete., in the various offices in the city and 
the pay each receives and the necessity of 
each to the working of the office. The report 
was adopted. 

Paying Out Interest. 


The finance committee handed 
a paper from Mr. _ Atkinson, 
the electric light company, 
which it was shown how the bills of the 
city had not been paid and claiming in- 
terest on the bills. The amount of the inter- 
est was $92.40 and the committee recom- 
mended that it be paid. The recommenda- 
tion was adopted. 

We Can’t Uniform Them. 


City Sexton Clayton wanted the city to 
appropriate $35 for the umforming of the 
hands «at the cemetery. That same uni- 
forming has been a custom for a long 
time and Sexton Clayton’s petition was 
only for the purpose of perpetuating a long 
time custom and usage. 

“On this matter,” said the chairman of 
the committee, “we have two reports. The 
majority report is signed by all of the com- 
mittee except one, while the minority report 
is signed by Mr. Meador.” 

Mr. Meador then moved the adoption of 
the minority report but the report was not 
adopted and then the majority report was 
accepted by a vote of the body. | 

The amount of warrants drawn since the 
last méeting of the council was shown to 
be $46,675.27.

The place is 
ostensibly conducted as a restaurant, but- 
it is known to the police as one of the 
toughest places on the street. 

It is a large wide room sixty feet long 
and thirty feet wide, and is as dark as a 
tunnel. A gasoline lamp supplies light for 
the place. lt is kept by Jim IXemp and bis 
wife, and is constantly filled with disor- 
derly negro men and, women, who loaf 
about the streets, doing nothing. 

About 4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the place was crowded with the usual dis- 
orderly throng. ‘There were as many as 
fifty negroes in the place when Jim Kemp 
began a row with some one in the place. 

His wife interfered and Kemp pulled a 
razor. and_defied the crowd, part of whieh 
had sided with him and part of which had 
taken the part of his wife. He cut ané& 
tore to pieces everything he could lay his 
hands upon, scattering the debris upon the 
floor. 

Then the crowd took a hand. All of 
them liked the idea of a fight and seeing 
their chance waded in. It was hot and 
lively for several minutes, and some one 
ran for a policeman. 

Five ofticers hurried to the place and sur- 
rounded it. The officers were Captain Thomp- 
son, Detectives Cason and Crim and Pa- 
trolmen Martin and Grant. Seeing the 
officers, the crowd broke away and a big 
part of it escaped. Two of the officers 
stood at the rear of the dive while three 
entered by the front entrance. The crowd 
immediately became quiet and Jim Kemp, 
the principal, broke by and got away. He 
was caught later and locked up. 

Every inmate of the dive was arrested, 
numbering twenty, and it is likely that 
Kemp will be prosecuted in the state court 
for his wild actions, which nearly precipi- 
tated a battle. He was very drunk when 
arrested and had a pint bottle of corn 
whisky in his pocket, a companion piece 
to one he had previously disposed of 

Captain Thompson says the dive is one 
of the toughest he has known in all ais 
experience on the force. He has been keep- 
ing a) close watch on the place and last 
week notified the proprietors that unless 
the disorderly crowd was kept out of it, 
he would have to bring the place to the 
notice of the recorder.

Creditors of the Atlanta and Florida 
Railroad Want To 


ATTACH THE RECEIVER FOR CONTEMPT 


He Must Show Cause Before Judge Rich- 
ard Clark August 20th—Indians Fer- 
ret Out Blind Tigers. 


Receiver T. W. Garrett, of the Atlanta 
and Florida road, has been ordered by 
Judge Richard Clark to show cause before 
him why he should not be attached for 


contempt of court. 

The order was signed yesterday by Judge 
Clark and was the outcome of allegations 
to the effect that Receiver Garrett had 
ignored the order of the court in regard to 
the payment of certain findJngs to the 
amount of something over $27,000g 

On July 11th—last month—a showing 
was made to Judge Richard Clark that ex- 
ceptions fad not been filed to the report 
of Auditor W. IT’. Moyers, that is to a por- 
tion of his report, and Judge Clark signed 
an order instructing Receiver Garrett to 
pay the findings of the auditor as set forth 
in the bill he signed. 

The liens referred to were all declared 
superior to that of the bondholders, Among 
them were that of E. W. Marsh, $2,445; 
Houston county, for taxes, about $164;
